Minnesota W ill Collect About $17,000,- 
OOO During 1914. 
St. Paul, Feb. 18.—Minnesota will 
receive from taxation and other reve­ 
nue sources approximately $17,152,000 
during 1914, according to a table pre 
pared by Secretary J. S. Pardee of the 
state efficiency and economy commis­ 
sion. 
The startling growth of the 
state’s income is indicated by a com­ 
parison with 1912, when the total was 
but $13,520,000. Mr. Pardee’s estimate, 
although most conservative, shows an 
increase of $3,632,000 in the course ot 
two years.

Washington, Feb. 18.—In a letter to 
W. W\ Prescott, editor of the Prot­ 
estant Magazine, published here, Pres­ 
ident Wilson has denied emphatically 
that his correspondence is handled 
with religious prejudice by his secre­ 
tary, Joseph Tumulty.

Secures Package Containing 


Over Six Thousand Dollars. 


Peoria, 111., Feb. 18.—While crowds 
filled the streets a bandit robbed the 
office of the Adams Express company 
at Farmington of a package contain­ 
ing $6,400 and escaped, after probably 
mortally injuring the agent.

According to Chairman James H 
Lawley of the Chicago municipal mar 
kets commission, almost all the largo 
cities in the United States have neg 
looted the development of municipal 
markets. 
He bases the statement ou 
an analysis of census bureau figurer 
prepared by Frederick Rex, uiuuicipa 
reference librarian. 
"Out of the BKJ cities of 30.000 popu 
lotion reported," says Alderman Law 
ley, “eighty-four retorted no expend! 
tures for markets or public scales. 
Forty-five reported expenditures of less 
than $1,000 each, fifty expenditures 
from $1,000 to $10,000 each, and only 
fourteen reported expenditures of mort 
than $10,000 each during the year IOU. 
“The same 103 cities reported a total 
expenditure of $855,830 for cemeteries 
aud crematories, as against $405,070 on 
markets and public scales. Apparently 
our cities consider it good municipal 
policy to make the facilities for the 
dead cheaper than those for the liv 
ing." 
He cites the amounts spent by differ 
ent cities for markets and scales as fol 
lows: Chicago, $5,145; S t Louis. $10, 
OOO; Cleveland. $10,014; Baltimore. $34. 
903; Pittsburgh, $40,070; Buffalo, $27, 
780; Kansas City, $23,210; New Or 
leans. $30,483. 
"In other words," he adds, "not over 
one city in a dozen bas anything like 
an effective market policy.

ELECTRIFIED CELLULOID. 


Pulling a Couple of S trip s Betw een the 
Finger* C hanges Them . 
If you will take two thin lengths of 
celluloid, put them in contact and then 
suddenly and rapidly pull them be­ 
tween your fingers you will observe 
they both have become electrified—not 
only on their outside surfaces, where 
the friction of your fingers caused a 
negative electrification, but also on the 
inner surface of the celluloid. 
The strange part about this is that 
one of the inner surfaces of the piece 
is positively charged and the other one 
is negatively charged. If one of them 
Is slightly curved during the friction 
the convex 
one 
will 
be positively 
churgtHl and the concave sided one will 
be negatively charged. 
It seems, therefore, to depend upon 
whether the surface Is concave or 
whether it is convex—depressed or ex 
pended—to produce negative or jkjsI 
tive electricity. Even the most minute, 
imperceptible curvature is sufficient to 
give the expected result 
It also is im­ 
possible to pull the strips of celluloid 
through the fingers without producing 
such strong electrification that one 
piece will support the other. 
Even the vapor pressure of liquids is 
stronger at the convex surface than at 
the concave. If electrons are consid­ 
ered as particles of gas dissolved in 
solids—as they once were—or as nega­ 
tive electricity, there will be a greater 
tendency for the electrons to escape 
from the convex side, which therefore 
will be left positively charged. This 
also is in perfect accord with the latest 
researches upon electrons.

Will be Made by the Federal Migra­ 
tory Bird Act in the Prevailing 
State Game Regulations 


T. S. Palmer, assistant chief of the 
biological survey of the departm ent 
of agriculture, Is in attendance at the 
m eeting of the Game and Fish Pro­ 
tective league In Minneapolis, and is 
quoted as saying th a t three im port­ 
an t changes will be made this year 
by the federal m igratory bird act in 
the game regulations prevailing in 
Minnesota. 
These changes are: 
Shooting before sunrise or after 
sunset is prohibited. 
The state law 
heretofore in force allows shooting 
one hour before sunrise and one hour 
after sunset. 
Swans and woodcocks are protected 
for five years. 
All small shore birds, such as snipe 
and plover, are protected for five 
years. 
“ The federal m igratory bird law 
will be of great benefit to M innesota,” 
said Dr. Palmer, “ because it prohibits 
slaughter in the south of birds th a t 
have their breeding places In n o rth ­ 
ern M innesota. 
The federal law has 
abolished m arket h u nting in A rkan­ 
sas. 
Under a county license system 
in th a t state hundreds of thousands 
of birds from M innesota have been 
killed every w inter, but the law un­ 
der which the pot-hunters worked has 
, been held unconstitutional.” 
No federal gam e w ardens for Min­ 
nesota will be appointed, Dr. Palmer 
said, because of no sufficient appro­ 
priation, but the game wardens re­ 
porting to the state commission will 
be asked to act as feueral wardens un­ 
der the direction of a federal inspec­ 
tor, who will have jurisdiction in 
Michgan, Wsconsin, M innesota and 
Iowa. 
They will draw no federal 
pay. 
These w ardens will 
be asked 
to 
catch some hundreds of birds and 
mark them with tags and southern 
hunters who shoot them are to be re­ 
quested to mail the tags to the 
em inent officials.
